Dear  Sir: 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1962.  All 
figures  are  to  the  close  of  December  31,  1962.  There  may  be  some  additions 
to  the  vital  statistics  when  returns  from  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  of 
Attleboro  people  occurring  in  other  places  are  finally  reported  here.  Here 
is  a comparison  of  figures  over  the  past  five  years:

Again  last  year  the  "over  the  counter"  work  increased  and  the  city  received 
added  revenue  accordingly.  This  counter  work  and  the  handling  of  vital  statistics 
with  the  book  entering,  the  report  of  them  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  where 
out  of  town  persons  were  involved  in  births,  deaths,  or  marriages  has  been 
very  capably  carried  out  by  the  City  Clerk's  staff  including  Mrs.  Jeanette 
Flanagan  and  Catherine  Colomb.  The  City  Stenographer  Gladys  Hinds,  and 
members  of  the  City  Treasurer's  crew  have  helped  this  department  greatly 
and  in  the  time  of  the  primaries,  election,  and  recount  City  Messenger  Thomas 
Winder  assisted  greatly.

A breakdown  of  these  receipts  show  that  they  were  made  up  of  $71.  00  for 
motor  sale  licenses;  $306.  00  for  hackney  and  express  licenses;  $132.  00  for 
common  victuallers  and  lodging  house  licenses;  $210.  00  for  Sunday  sales; 

$224.  00  pool  and  bowling;  $15.  00  auctioneers;  $405.  00  for  junk  and  second 
hand  licenses;  $95.  50  for  amusements;  $111.  00  for  signs;  $50.  00  theatre; 

$147.  50  gas  and  ammunition;  $620.  00  marriages;  $1,  871.  25  sale  of  certi- 
fied copies  of  records;  $2,  230.  51  recording  financial  statements;  the  rest 
in  a miscellaneous  classification  such  as  sale  of  ward  listing  books,  sale  of 
duplicate  dog  tags,  etc. 

Gross  value  of  dog  licenses  sold  was  $3,407  for  816  male  dogs,  87  female 
dogs,  and  510  spayed  female  dogs.  The  county  received  $3,  047.50  for  dog 
licenses  and  the  clerk  retained  $359.  50.  The  gross  amount  covered  also 
22  kennels  at  $10.  00  each,  two  $25.  00  kennels  and  one  $50.  00  kennel.  Dur- 
ing April  the  clerk  made  his  annual  visit  to  the  South  Attleboro  fire  station 
the  same  night  the  tax  collector  was  there,  thus  accommodating  some  100  dog 
owners.  The  individual  dog  population  (exclusive  of  those  covered  by  kennels) 
is  1413  to  date. 

During  the  year  1512  sporting  licenses  were  written  out  at  the  clerk's  counter. 
The  gross  value  was  $6609.  75.  Breakdown  of  sales  last  year,  compared  to 
1961  follows:

Fishing  licenses  were  most  popular  538  of  them  being  sold,  hunting  licenses 
were  next  with  477  sales,  there  were  144  combination  hunting  and  fishing,  107 
junior  fishing;  70  women's  fishing  licenses.  There  were  22  out  of  state  fish- 
ing and  28  out  of  state  hunting  licenses  sold.  Over  150  free  (over  70)  licenses 
were  mailed  out  or  handled  over  the  counter  and  30  archery  stamps  for  deer 
hunting  were  sold.  There  were  other  kinds  of  licenses,  trapping,  minor  trap- 
ping etc.  , three  day  fishing  licenses  for  out  of  state  visitors  included.  In  Dec- 
ember of  1962  some  $450.  00  worth  of  1963  licenses  were  sold  over  the  counter. 

The  Clerk  wishes  to  thank  all  other  departments  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year  and  in  all  previous  years  of  his  tenure.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1962 


Honorable  Cyril  K.  Brennan,  Mayor 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Ordinance  I hereby  submit 
the  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

The  police  department  complement  is  one  Chief,  one  Lieutenant,  one 
Inspector,  five  Sergeants,  one  Parking  Meter  Supervisor,  twenty-nine 
patrolmen,  three  reserve  patrolman,  one  Junior  Building  Custodian,  and  a 
temporary  matron  who  is  called  to  duty  when  needed. 

The  following  equipment  is  owned,  maintained  or  under  the  custody  of  the 
police  department: 

1.  One  1961  Ford  station  wagon;  three  1962  Ford  station  wagons;  one  1958  Ford 
Fordor  (Chief's  car). 

2.  One  General  Electric  Transmitter-Receiver,  KCA-887,  located  at  police 
headquarters  and  five  mobile  radio  units  in  the  cruisers. 

3.  One  State  Police  receiver  used  for  Civilian  Defense. 

4.  Teletypewriter  leased  from  the  NET  & T Co. 

5.  One  parking  meter  parts  lubricating  and  cleaning  unit. 

6.  Five  typewriters  and  one  Regna  Adding  machine.

these  were  donated  by  Mr.  William  O.  Sweet.

In  1962  there  were  548  defendants  arraigned  before  the  Fourth  District  Court 
to  answer  824  complaints.  There  were  some  very  serious  crimes  among  them, 
including  burglary,  incest,  robbery,  violation  of  the  narcotic  laws  and  several 
fraudulent  check  cases.  Most  of  these  serious  crimes  were  solved  by  our  officers 
but  required  diligent  research  and  investigation  both  within  and  out  of  the  city. 

Our  conviction  rate  was  92%. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  continued  to  plague  us.  A substantial  increase  of 
accidents  required  a great  deal  of  time  for  investigation  in  this  phase  of  work. 
Beside  the  thousands  of  dollars  of  property  damage  and  416  injuries  recorded 
we  had  six  fatalities  during  the  year.  We  must  conclude  that  poor  weather  con- 
ditions, additional  motor  vehicles  and  drivers  on  the  highways  along  with  the  nor- 
mal negligence  involved  contributed  for  the  most  part  to  these  accidents.  This 
increase  in  accidents  followed  the  State  and  National  trend.

Annual  Report 

Report  of  the  Police  Department  continued- 

Our  cruiser  patrols  investigated  1981  miscellaneous  complaints  during  the 
year,  these  being  in  addition  to  over  1000  accident  and  arrest  investigations. 

In  the  overall  picture  we  had  much  more  business  than  a year  ago  in  all  phases 
of  law  enforcement. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  three  of  our  officers 
attended  police  law  and  enforcement  classes  at  NortheastemUniver sity  in  Bos- 
ton on  a regular  basis.  Courses  in  criminal  investigation,  police  public  rel- 
ations, evidence  and  traffic  accident  investigations  were  covered  by  the  police 
students.  In  addition  several  of  our  officers  attended  short  courses  and  sem- 
inars relating  to  the  various  phases  of  police  procedure. 

During  the  year  past  the  department  had  no  additions  to  its  personnel  and 
no  resignations  although  one  of  our  officers  is  presently  on  leave  of  absence- 
Howard  M.  Cruf'f,  Jr.  We  are  sad  to  note  the  passing  of  two  former  members. 
Lieutenant  Frank  McKay  and  Patrolman  Joseph  A.  Fredette. 

I extend  my  personal  thanks  as  well  as  those  of  the  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  Mayor  Brennan  and  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  for  their  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  police  department;  also  my  appreciation  to  the  State  Police 
units,  FBI.  , Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  members  and  attaches  of  the  Fourth 
District  Court,  the  Special  Police  of  this  city  and  police  departments  in  and  out 
of  the  state  who  have  been  most  cooperative  in  matters  of  mutual  interest.

FIRE  PREVENTION 


The  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Attleboro  Fire  Department  made  2,791 
inspections  during  the  past  year.  Schools,  rest  homes,  kindergartens,  and 
hospitals  are  inspected  monthly.  Stores,  business  establishments  and  factories 
have  received  some  inspections. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  and  investigated.  Where  hazards 
wei  e found,  the  proper  authorities  were  notified  to  rectify  same. 

A great  deal  of  fire  prevention  work  was  done  during  Fire  Prevention 
Week  with  the  help  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Committee  he  appointed  for  this  work. 
Fine  assistance  was  also  given  us  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  local 
insurance  agencies,  the  newspapers.  Radio  Station  W.  A.  R.  A.,  the  churches  , 
various  clubs,  and  the  hospital  in  making  this  fire  prevention  program  the  success 
it  was. 
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Report  of  the  Fire  Department  continued- 

The  Deputy  Chiefs  made  many  inspections  during  Fire  Prevention  Week, 
aided  by  the  Captains  and  Men  of  the  Department,  Harold  Wellman,  assisted  by 
some  of  the  firefighters,  showed  pictures  to  various  groups.  Films  were  shown 
in  ail  the  schools  in  the  city. 

If  it  were  possible,  we  would  recommend  that  all  factories  and  mercantile 
buildings  be  inspected  regular  ly.  However,  at  the  present  time,  we  do  not  have 
the  man  power  to  do  this. 

The  establishment  of  a Fire  Prevention  Bureau  to  have  charge  of  all  in- 
spections, with  men  assigned  for  daily  checking,  would  do  much  to  reduce  the 
fire  hazards. 


AMBULANCES 


The  two  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  ambulances  are  operated  by  the  De- 
partment, with  men  assigned  from  the  Fire  Department.  They  have  answered 
many  calls  during  the  past  year.  We  have  received  many  fine  compliments 
about  the  efficiency  of  the  men  on  these  ambulances. 

The  Department,  however,  is  reduced  two  at  all  times  due  to  this 
assignment.  To  operate  one  ambulance  on  a seven  day  basis,  it  requires 
seven  men  out  of  this  Department. 

Often  during  the  past  year  both  ambulances  have  been  in  use  at  the  same 
time.  When  this  occurs,  we  are  very  short  of  men  for  fire  fighting  duty.  Sev- 
eral times  the  two  ambulances  have  been  out  on  calls  and  a Chief's  car  has  been 
used  as  an  emergency  ambulance.

AUTO  ACCOUNT 

This  account  has  been  very  small  for  the  number  of  motor  equipment 
pieces  in  this  Department  that  must  be  maintained.  This  account  includes  all 
repairs  and  replacements,  also  the  gasoline  account.  At  lease  one  truck  will 
have  to  be  overhauled  during  the  coming  year  which  will  be  an  added  expense. 
The  Auto  Account  should  be  increased  as  recommended.

The  Stations  Account  is  too  small  to  make  any  major  repairs.  This 
account  includes  all  supplies  and  equipment  purchased,  both  at  the  stations 
and  equipment  on  trucks.  It  has  been  used  for  the  maintenance  of  radio  equip- 
ment, as  we  do  not  have  a radio  account.

1.  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  again  recommend  that  a new  Fire  Station 
be  built  at  a new  location  on  the  West  Side  of  the  city,  and  after  such  a 
station  is  built,  the  South  Main  Street  Station  could  be  abandoned.  A 
Bungalow  Type  Station  is  recommended. 

2.  We  again  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  for  an  additional  Fire 
Station  in  the  South  Attleboro  section,  nearer  the  state  line,  where  the 
city  is  growing  very  fast  in  homes  and  industry.  The  value  of  property 
in  this  location  has  increased  greatly.  We  recommend  securing  a 
piece  of  land  for  this  station.  Another  station  is  badly  needed. 

3.  We  recommend  that  some  means  be  found  to  supply  water  for  fire  pro- 
tection at  the  Cumberland  Engineering  Warehouse  and  Factory  property. 
The  water  supply  here  is  very  inadequate. 

4.  We  recommend  that  a separate  account  be  set  up  (either  in  the  Fire 
Department  or  the  Electrical  Branch  of  the  Fire  Department)  for  a 
radio  account.  With  all  the  radio  equipment  now  in  use,  we  feel  there 
should  be  an  account  for  radio  expenses. 

5.  We  recommend  that  new  fire  alarm  boxes  be  installed  in  many  locations  , 
especially  in  new  plats  and  where  needed  in  growing  locations,  where 
boxes  are  few  and  far  between.  Many  places  are  in  need  of  Fire  Alarm 
Boxes.  One  of  these  that  need  consideration  at  once  is  Read  Street. 
There  are  no  alarm  boxes  from  County  and  Read  Streets  to  West  Street. 
Two  or  three  boxes  are  needed  at  this  location.  All  new  plats  should 
have  fire  alarm  boxes. 

6.  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  set  up  for  sick  leave.  When 

men  are  out  sick  we  need  this  account  to  hire  off  duty  men  to  fill  in  on 
sickness.  We  feel  this  account  should  be  $3,  000.00 

7.  We  recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  replace  Ladder  f 3 at  the 
South  Main  Street  Station  with  a Tractor  Drawn  85'  aerial  ladder  truck. 
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REPAIRS 


8.  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  repairs  to  the  stations. 

It  is  much  cheaper  to  keep  stations  in  good  repair  at  all  times.  The 
Hebronville  Station  needs  painting  on  the  outside.  ($1200)  $1700, 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

9.  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purcahse  of  2 1/2" 
and  1 l/2"  hose,  forestry  hose  and  1,  000  feet  of  booster  hose,  $3500,

10.  We  recommend  the  purchase  of  2 Portable  Radios  ( P-31-4)  $1200 

, (ea.  $600,  00) 

11.  We  recommend  that  four  (4)  new  men  be  added  to  the  Fire  Department 

to  replace  those  now  used  on  amubulance  duty.  We  are  supposed  to  have 
sixty-nine  (69)  Firefighters  in  this  Department.  We  only  have  the  use  of 
sixty-five  (65);  the  other  four  (4)  are  used  entirely  for  ambulance  duty.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

1963 


1.  I recommend  that  the  Building  Inspector  be  separated  from  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  that  someone  outside  the  Fire  Chief  be  appointed  Build- 
ing Inspector.  With  the  increase  in  building,  a full  time  Inspector 
should  be  appointed. 

2.  I recommend  that  the  expense  account  of  the  Building  Inspector  be  $850.  00; 
$650.  00  of  this  to  be  used  for  elevator  inspections.  The  balance  of  $200.  00 
for  office  supplies. 
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3.  I recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Building  Inspector  be  $2,  000.  00  d 

4.  I recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  clerk  be  increased  to  $2,  500.  00 

5.  I recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  adopt  an  ordinance  for  a flat 
fee  of  $10.  00  for  alterations,  construction  or  additions  to  business  or 
mercantile  buildings  which  are  valued  at  less  than  $10,  000.  00. 

6.  Mr.  William  Wyman  of  the  Providence  Elevator  Company  is  the  Inspect- 
or of  Elevators  for  the  city.  Many  elevators  were  inspected  this  past 
year  by  Mr.  Wryman.  He  recommended  necessary  repairs  on  a number 
of  elevators. 

I recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  adopted  for  a fee  for  elevator  in- 
spections. State  Law  requires  yearly  inspections  of  elevators.  Most 
cities  charge  a set  fee  for  inspection  of  elevators. 

7.  I recommend  that  the  sprinkler  ordinance  be  changed  to  include  one  story 
business  buildings  without  basements. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  given  me 
by  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  for  the  advice  given  me  by  the  City  Solicitor; 
the  co-operation  of  the  Planning  Boar-d  -and  the  Board  of  Appeals;  the  Zoning 
Board,  Wire  Inspector,  who  Jiave  all  assisted  me  on  numerous  occasions.  I ( 

also  want  to  thank  Deputy  Chiefs  and  anyone  who  has  assisted  me  in  any  way.

Gentlemen: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Building 
Code  Commission. 

The  Commission  held  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month 
throughout  the  year.  Since  November  of  the  year  the  meetings  have  been 
held  at  the  Union  Street  Fire  Station. 

Mr.  Charles  Bennett  resigned  from  the  Commission  in  March  and  was 
replaced  by  Guistino  T.  Marsella,  in  June. 

During  the  year  several  applications  were  received  and  after  due  de- 
liberation the  commission  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  its  decision 
applicable  to  the  Attleboro  Building  Ordinance. 

A letter  was  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  in  November,  recommending  an 
addition  to  the  building  ordinance  to  include  minimum  design  criteria  for  roof 
loading. 

A file  cabinet  was  purchased  this  year  and  all  commission  records  are 
now  on  file  at  the  Union  Street  Fire  Station. 

For  the  coming  year,  this  commission  is  planning  a comprehensive  review 
of  the  entire  building  ordinance.

In  my  annual  report  of  1961,  I stressed  upon  electrical  wiring  as  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  installation  of  swimming  pools.  The  hazards  and  dangers 
of  improper  wiring  and  the  use  of  appliances  in  the  proximity  of  swimming 
pools  has  been  recognized  by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  and  a 
new  chapter  dealing  with  swimming  pools  has  been  drawn  up  and  inserted  in 
the  current  edition  of  the  new  National  Electric  Code  NFBU  No.  70,  1962 
edition  and  is  known  as  "Chapter  680.  " The  rules  set  forth  in  this  chapter 
are  very  clear  and  definite  and  will  be  so  enforced  by  this  department.  This 
will  apply  to  the  home  owner  who  anticipates  doing  his  own  wiring  and  to  the 
legitimate  licensed  contractor.  Electricity  used  in  the  proximity  of  a swim- 
ming pool,  if  not  properly  installed,  is  a great  hazard  to  the  life  of  the  users 
of  the  pool.  National  statistics  prove  this  point  in  their  record  of  fatalities. 

This  department  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  numerous  general  con- 
tractors who  install  metallic  siding  on  homes  in  this  city,  that  it  is  definitely 
compulsory  for  them  to  employ  the  services  of  a competent  licensed  electri- 
cian to  remove  and  replace  all  electrical  services  and  their  immediate  com- 
ponents on  any  of  their  work  which  involves  moving  of  the  electrical  service. 

I now  wish  to  thank  most  sincerely  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Munici- 
pal Council,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  officers  and  members  of  both  police 
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and  Fire  Departments  and  every  one  who  by  their  actions  have  contributed 
their  valuable  assistance  toward  the  operation  of  this  department  for  the 
past  year  of  1962.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE  ALARM 

1962 


To  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers, 
Attleboro  Fire  Department. 

Dear  Sirs: 


I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Electrical  Branch  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

During  the  year  a total  of  786  service  calls  were  made  by  this  depart- 
ment. These  calls  include  periodic  tests  of  boxes,  tests  made  in  conjunction 
with  insurance  engineers  covering  the  numerous  privately  owned  master  boxes, 
sprinklers  and  fire  detection  equipment.  We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  citi- 
zens of  this  city  and  all  concerned  that  through  salesmanship  and  the  effort  of 
the  members  of  this  department  the  City  of  Attleboro  has  more  privately  owned 
self  contained  fire  prevention  and  detection  systems  than  any  other  town  or 
city  of  its  size  in  New  England. 


February  3 Through  an  unfortunate  accident,  a police  cruiser  knocked 
down  fire  alarm  box  #6  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and  Park 
Streets.  A minimum  amount  of  damage  was  done  to  the  box 
and  its  supporting  pedestal. 

February  8 A new  Master  Box  5191  was  installed  and  connected  to  the 
interior  system  of  the  new  Oakhurst  Apartments  on  South, 
Avenue.  This  system  is  of  the  latest  design  and  includes  a 
fire  detection  system,  remote  controls  both  inside  and  out- 
side and  other  emergency  equipment  for  the  protection  of  the 
occupants. 


February  20  On  this  date  a post  hole  digger  operated  by  a crew  from  the 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company  accidently  severed  the 
underground  Fire  Alarm  Cable  under  the  Route  95  Bridge 
on  North  Avenue.  Repairs  were  completed  this  same  day. 
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Report  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent  continued 


March  3 

A substantial  new  additional  building  of  the  Augat  Company 
on  Perry  Avenue  was  connected  to  the  existing  system 
Box  7121.

A new  Master  Box  #3117  was  installed  and  connected  to  the 
sprinkler  system  in  the  garage  and  storehouse  owned  by  John 
Walsh  and  which  is  occupied  by  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company. 

March  14 

A new  Master  Box  #3122  was  installed  and  connected  to  the 
sprinkler  system  at  the  new  location  of  the  Attleboro  Sav- 
ings Bank  at  8-10  Park  Street.  For  the  record,  this  was  the 
former  Attleboro  Gas  Company  Building. 

March  16 

A new  overhead  line  was  constructed  from  the  corner  of  Bank 
and  Dean  Streets  to  the  building  on  Sanford  Street  occupied  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  office. 

April  2 

A new  Master  Box  #3124  was  installed  and  connected  to  a com- 
plete interior  fire  detection  system  which  was  installed  by  the 
Standard  Electric  Company  of  Rhode  Island  in  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  on  Sanford  Street. 

April  5 

A new  Master  Box  #8124  was  installed  and  connected  to  the 
sprinkler  system  in  the  property  of  the  J.  T.  Healey  Company 
located  on  97  Dunham  Street.

A new  overhead  line  was  constructed  from  Park  Street  to  the 
rear  of  La  Salette  Shrine  and  a temporary  street  fire  alarm 
Box  654  was  placed  in  service  to  afford  protection  to  the  con- 
struction offices  and  storehouses.  This  box  will  be  removed 
when  the  permanent  master  boxes  are  installed  permanently 
on  the  new  structures.

A severe  wind  and  heavy  rainstorm  struck  the  city  and  on 
North  Avenue,  the  falling  of  a big  limb  caused  the  high  ten- 
sion wires  to  come  down  across  the  Fire  Alarm  wires,  there- 
by sending  a current  of  over  4,  000  volts  through  our  circuit. 
This  voltage  hit  the  Master  Fire  Alarm  box  located  on  Farmer's 
School  and  completely  burned  it  out.  Also  burned  out  the  reg- 
ister in  Supterintendent  King’s  home. 

June  27 

New  feed  wires  were  run  to  Box  #3^2  and  to  King's  residence. 

June  28 

On  this  date,  a new  196  2 ranch  wagon  was  received  for  the  use 
of  the  assistant  electrician  from  the  successful  bidder,  Buster 
Crafford,  Inc. 

July  9 

New  underground  line  completed  across  Route  95  at  the  Thacher 
Street  crossing  and  the  old  overhead  line  removed. 

July  31 

A new  line  constructed  over  Route  95  at  Clifton  Street. 

August  13 

Construction  started  on  underground  fire  alarm  service  into 
the  Methodist  Church  at  the  corner  of  North  Main  Street  and 
Sanford  Streets. 

August  22 

New  Master  Box  #5154  installed  and  in  service  on  a pedestal  at 
the  front  of  the  New  High  School,  Rathbun  Willard  Drive.  A

in  the  interior  of  the  building  by  the  Hawes  Electrical  Company 
of  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  the  course  of  a year,  many  requests  are  received  by  the  city  by  the 
promoters  of  plats  and  other  areas  for  the  installation  of  Fire  Alarm  Boxes. 
We  have  maintained  that  these  installations  should  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
promoters  themselves  before  the  streets  are  accepted  by  the  city.  This 
has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
for  many  years  by  this  department.  Many  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  have  ordinances  of  this  type  and  is  of  no  greater  expense  to 
them  than  bringing  the  streets  up  to  grade  and  installing  sewers,  utilities 
and  other  necessities. 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  continued- 

The  station  wagon  in  daily  use  by  the  Assistant  Fire  Alarm  Electrician 
has  been  replaced  with  a 1962  model  Chevrolet  by  the  low  bidder,  Buster 
Crafford,  Inc. 

We  are  in  real  need  of  the  replacement  of  our  present  truck  and  aerial 
ladder.  The  present  truck,  body  ..and  ladder  are  not  in  safe  condition  and 
are  a real  danger  to  the  men  who  have  to  operate  them  in  the  course  of 
their  daily  work.  The  unit  should  be  brought  up  to  modern  day  standards 
with  the  purchase  of  a new  line  truck  equipped  with  a standard  line  con- 
struction body  and  a power  boom  with  working  bucket  attached.  I am  sorry 
to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  that  this  equipment 
is  all  ready  responsible  for  the  loss  of  one  of  our  men  a few  years  ago. 

How  strong  must  my  wording  be  to  impress  upon  you  the  need  of  replac-' 
ing  this  unit?  Our  work  must  be  done  in  all  kinds  of  weather  safely  and 
quickly  with  a minimum  of  danger  to  the  men  performing  the  work.  Please 
give  the  matter  some  serious  thought. 

Some  program  of  replacing  our  old  and  unsafe  cable  a little  at  a time 
each  year  must  be  organized.  This  I have  requested  many  times  in  past 
years  and  no  results  are  forthcoming/.  There  is  a total  of  over  one  million 
dollars  invested  in  our  Fire  Alarm  System  and  also  many  privately  owned 
equipment  which  in  no  case  is  of  any  reliability  unless  the  cables  are  taken 
care  of  and  replaced. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers, 
and  all  city  departments  who  in  any  manner  have  contributed  their  val- 
uable assistance  to  this  department  in  making  our  operation  for  the  year 
a success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 
1962 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  following  annual  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  city  ordinance. 

Total  expenditures  show  an  increase  over  1961;  however,  in  the  categories 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  General  Relief  there  were  sizeable  decreases  over 
former  expenditures. 

The  primary  singular  item  contributing  to  overall  increases  are  the  medical  ser- 
vices. Thirty-eight  per  cent  of  total  expenditures  have  been  for  medical  ser- 
vices in  this  past  year. 

After  deducting  reimbursements  from  Federal,  State,  Cities  and  Towns,  the  net 
cost  to  the  City  of  Attleboro  was  $98,  406.  28,  as  compared  to  a total  expenditure  of 
$749,  365.  04.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Library: 

The  1962  Annual  Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library,  Joseph  L.  Sweet 
Memorial. 


GROWTH 

Growth  is  the  first  word  that  comes  to  mind  on  writing  this  report.  Growth 
in  the  building  plant,  growth  in  circulation,  growth  in  the  Library  budget  and 
growth  in  the  book  collection.  The  following  figures  over  a ten  year  period 
illustrate  this:

Library  growth  is  not  unique  to  Attleboro,  but  is  prevalent  in  statistics  in 
the  Commonwealth  and  throughout  the  nation.  Such  figures  reflect  a larger 
reading  public,  an  enlightened  citizenry,  an  awareness  of  city  councils  and 
town  finance  committees  to  increasing  library  needs;  and  also  an  evaluation 
by  libraries  of  their  community  needs  and  resources.  Public  support  has  been 
favorable  and  enthusiastic  in  recent  years. 

GROWTH  - LIBRARY  ADDITION 

Work  on  the  new  building  moved  vigorously  ahead  once  the  actual  con  - 
struction began,  with  only  minor  delays.  The  opening  of  the  first  construction 
bids  in  May  revealed  that  the  Library  was  $25,  000.  00  short  of  funds  available. 
This  necessitated  discarding  these  bids  and  starting  over,  making  as  many  cuts 
in  the  plans  as  was  feasible.  The  second  set  of  bids  showed  that  the  amount  of 
money  available  ( $140,  000.00)  was  still  not  enough.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council 
then  in  a rapid  move  enacted  a transfer  of  $16,  000.  00  to  the  building  account 
which  provided  enough  to  cover  the  construction  cost,  $141,  254,  plus  architect- 
ural fees  of  10%.  The  final  cost  including  equipment,  landscaping  and  other  items 
not  in  the  original  bid,  will  run  about  $160,  000.  00. 

Two  details  included  in  the  revised  estimates  were  the  complete  rewiring  of 
the  old  building  and  an  electrically  operated  book  lift  from  the  first  to  the  third 
stack  level.  Other  features  included  in  the  original  plans  were  a four  passenger 
elevator,  three  new  offices  and  bookstacks  for  50,  000  additional  books.  Com- 
pletion of  the  overall  project  will  be  about  March  1,  1963.

Report  of  the  Public  Library  continued- 

GROWTH  - BUDGET 

The  Library  budget  has  increased  on  an  average  of  $2000.  00  annually  over 
the  past  ten  years.  This  is  not  spectacular  , since  the  budget  has  not  kept  up 
with  rising  costs  in  several  instances,  i.  e.  books,  library  supplies  and  sal- 
aries. The  American  Library  Association  recommends  that  for  adequate 
library  service  a community  should  spend  at  least  $3.  00  per  capita.  Attleboro 
spent  $2.  65  in  1962.  The  Librarian  in  his  1963  budget  takes  these  facts  into 
consideration  as  well  as  the  costs  inherent  in  building  a new  addition. 

GROWTH  - CIRCULATION 

The  most  noticeable  growth  has  been  in  circulation,  the  actual  number  of 
books  borrowed  and  taken  from  the  library,  with  an  increase  of  80,  778  over 
the  ten  year  period.  The  rise  of  19,  118  over  the  1961  book  circulation  alone 
is  very  fine,  10%  plus.  The  greatest  increases  have  been  in  the  subjects  of 
science  , the  humanities  and  social  sciences. 

The  gradual  climb  in  circulation  of  phonographs  records  is  equally  im- 
pressive , from  74  in  1954  to  2561  in  1962. 


GROWTH  - BOOK  COLLECTION 

The  comparison  of  these  two  figures  (72,  037  books  in  1953  and  79,  262 
books  in  1962)  reveals  only  a moderate  rise  and  can  be  explained  briefly  by 
saying  that  in  early  1957  when  the  total  volume  count  was  over  75,  000  there 
was  little  room  for  new  books  except  in  the  old  second  floor  halls.  A large 
conversion  job  was  the  answer  and  the  shelves  built  here  provided  space 
for  several  thousand  books  shifted  from  the  cramped  stacks.  A vigorous 
discarding  period  followed.  In  the  past  six  years  12,  525  volumes  have  been 
discarded  while  13,  232  books  were  added  to  the  collection  by  purchase  or 
gift.  The  results  of  the  overcrowded  conditions  meant  that  the  Library  had 
to  discard  virtually  one  book  for  every  new  one  added.  This  was  good  be- 
cause it  brought  the  collection  up-to-date. 

In  summary  then  the  number  of  books  has  increased  only  moderately  in 
the  last  ten  years  but  the  quality  of  the  collection  has  shown  a high  rate  of 
growth  over  this  period. 


WORK  WITH  CHILDREN 

A substantial  increase  in  service  to  children  is  to  be  noted  throughout 
1962.  The  gain  in  circulation  of  9054  is  13%  over  1961.  Most  of  this  gain 
was  in  daily  circulation  to  children  as  teacher's  collections  registered 
21,  149  as  compared  with  20,  569  last  year.  The  circulation  of  pictures  is 
down  from  recent  years  as  most  of  this  material  is  now  given  directly  to 
teachers  for  their  own  displays. 
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During  1962  twenty-three  classes  from  both  public  and  parochial  schools 
as  well  as  kindergarten  classes  visited  the  Library,  giving  them  a chance 
to  learn  about  Library  services  first  hand. 

There  were  many  special  events  held  during  the  year  beginning  with  a 
story  hour  on  April  8 and  a film  program  for  155  children  on  April  14 
(National  Library  Week.) 

Both  reading  clubs  and  story  hours  were  projects  undertaken  during  the 
summer  vacation.  Four  story  hours  and  one  film  program  brought  attend- 
ance of  336.  The  Book  Parade  Summer  Reading  Club  for  grades  1-3  had  a 
total  active  membership  of  130  of  which  85  boys  and  girls  completed  the 
ten  books  required  and  received  their  diplomas.  Members  of  grades  4-8 
totalling  89  joined  the  Civil  War  Reading  Club  and  of  these  35  read  the  re- 
quired 18  books  on  American  history  and  received  diplomas  at  the  special 
awards  program  held  on  August  30.  This  starred  Richard  Mis,  South  Attle- 
boro magician. 

There  was  a UNICEF  display  for  the  week  before  Halloween  for  children. 

The  Library  purchased  special  records  and  pamphlets  for  this  occasion. 

Children's  Book  Week  observance  November  13-20  drew  many  more  school 
classes  and  hundreds  of  children  (491  from  classes  alone).  Mrs.  Lachlan 
Blair  was  the  story  teller  in  the  children's  hour  of  November  14. 

BRANCH  NOTES 

This  was  the  first  year  of  full  operation  that  Hebronville  Branch  has  had 
since  1960  because  there  was  major  renovation  of  this  old  mill  house  in  1961. 
The  circulation  for  1962  was  15,489  which  shows  the  considerable  service  that 
this  branch  does  for  the  visiting  classes  of  Joseph  Finberg  School.  The  renew- 
al of  the  house  continued  this  year  with  the  installation  of  green  shutters  on 
all  windows.  Other  projects  and  improvements  such  as  painting  of  the  exter- 
ior are  planned  for  1963.  The  branch  is  open  to  the  public  one  morning  and  one 
afternoon  a week. 

Tiffany  School  Branch  continues  its  useful  service  to  the  children  of  that 
school.  There  was  no  longer  a sixth  grade  this  year  but  several  lower  grades 
necessitated  the  addition  of  many  new  easy-reading  books  for  the  younger 
children. 

The  South  Attleboro  Branch  Library  showed  a circulation  of  30,  361,  the 
highest  in  the  branch's  history.  There  was  much  interest  in  this  little  library 
on  the  corner  of  Angeline  Street  and  Newport  Avenue.  The  summer  reading 
clubs  had  an  unprecedented  number  of  participants  this  year  and  62  finished 
their  reading  club  requirements. 

Patients  at  Sturdy  Hospital  received  twice-a-week  visits  from  our  hospital 
librarian.  We  are  appreciative  of  the  many  friendly  comments  from  patients 
every  year. 
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BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Little  renovation  of  the  old  building  has  been  done  this  year  since  all  money 
and  resources  have  been  poured  into  the  new  building  annex.  The  back  staircase 
was  painted  and  the  old  heating  ducts  were  removed  from  this  area  and  new 
florescent  lights  installed. 

The  florescent  lights  for  the  second  floor  north  hall  have  arrived  and  will  be 
installed  on  next  year's  budget.  There  are  plans  to  begin  renovation  of  the  walls 
and  ceiling  of  the  North  Hall  if  money  is  made  available  next  year. 

Two  desks,  two  office  chairs,  a catalog  stool  and  a file  cabinet  for  the  addition 
were  purchased. 


LIBRARY  ACTIVITIES 

National  Library  Week  activities  included:  attractive  displays  of  books  and 

records  in  eight  downtown  bank  windows;  an  interview  on  radio  station  WARA 
featuring  Mrs.  Ethel  Barden,  John  MacDonald,  Trustees  and  the  Librarian; 
a special  story  hour  held  by  Miss  Edna  Guillette,  Children's  Librarian;  a movie 
festival  for  youngsters  grade  1-6  featuring  three  children's  classics;  an  open 
house  at  South  Attleboro  Branch  Library.  Dozens  of  business  leaders  in  the 
community  were  sent  a new  bibliography, 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BUSINESS  EXECUTIVE,  especially  prepared  by  the  library 
staff.  The  Attleboro  Sun  graciously  ran  a full  page  of  candid  pictures  taken  dur- 
ing busy  hours  of  the  Library,  plus  an  editorial. 

Other  events  were  somewhat  curtailed  because  of  the  problem  of  the  building 
construction.  However,  a fine  exhibit  of  the  Currier  and  Ives  prints,  drew  con- 
siderable attention  both  from  the  public  and  the  Attleboro  Sun. 

For  the  second  year  the  Library  sponsored  with  the  A.  A.  U.  W.  a children's 
book  fair  in  May.  Several  hundred  new  spring  books  were  on  display.  Many 
more  teachers,  parents  and  children  came  this  year  than  last. 

PERSONNEL 

There  were  several  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Frances 
Horton,  Loan  and  Stack  Supervisor,  resigned  to  accept  a teaching  position 
at  the  House  in  the  Pines  and  also  to  become  the  Librarian  of  the  Norton  Pub- 
lic Library  on  a part-time  basis.  Mrs.  Patricia  St.  George  resigned  her 
position  as  Junior  Assistant  D to  become  Librarian  of  the  Wrentham  Public 
Library. 

The  slow  drain  of  experience  and  talent  from  the  Library  in  the  past  few 
years  is  a chronic  sympton  of  underpaid  library  staffs.  The  raises  in  1962 
were  very  welcome  but  will  have  to  be  increased  again  to  keep  up  with  better- 
paying libraries  even  in  our  own  Bristol  County. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Stewart  was  promoted  from  Junior  Assistant  A to  Loan  and 
Stack  Supervisor.  New  staff  members  include  Mrs.  Greta  Dow  as  Junior 
Assistant  A and  Mrs.  Leona  Vandenkerckhoven  as  Junior  Assistant  D.  Also 
we  welcome  back  on  a part-time  basis,  Mrs.  Jean  Archard. 
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Staff  members  have  been  busy  taking  extension  and  correspondence  courses 
during  the  year,  Mrs.  Thelma  Lantz  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Stewart  are  taking 
courses  in  cataloging  techniques;  Mrs.  Leeburn,  a course  on  reference  books; 
Miss  Arline  Barthlein  attended  the  course  on  reference  and  bibliography  at 
Simmons  College  last  spring.  Miss  Barthlein  and  Mrs.  St.  George  attended 
the  three  weeks  session  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  library  tech- 
niques last  summer. 

Other  staff  members  participated  in  the  various  professional  organizations. 
Mrs.  Lantz  is  Secretary  of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club  and  the  Librarian 
is  Treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  for  a two  year  term. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

The  Trustees  and  staff  were  saddened  late  in  the  year  at  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Sweet.  They  had  shown  their  interest  in  the  Library  many 
times  through  the  years  in  their  contributions  and  their  many  kindnesses. 

The  Library  received  one  of  its  handsomest  gifts  in  many  years  in  November 
when  representatives  of  Iota  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Gamma  Sorority,  presented 
the  Library  with  a Bell  and  Howell  16mm  automatic  sound  projector.  The  gift 
was  purchased  with  almost  $600.  00  raised  by  the  chapter.  We  extend  our  sin- 
cere thanks  for  this  important  gift.  There  are  plans  for  film  showings  for  all 
age  groups  in  mid  1963  when  the  building  is  complete. 

There  have  been  several  memorial  gifts  this  year  as  in  years  past.  We 
feel  such  gifts  are  very  meaningful  bringing  deep  satisfaction  both  to  the  lib- 
rary and  to  the  donor.  We  are  most  careful  to  make  appropriate  selections 
as  memorials. 

Hundreds  of  books  have  been  donated  to  the  Library  this  year.  Local  firms 
again  gave  30  magazine  subscriptions  to  the  Sturdy  Hospital  in  the  name  of  the 
Library. 

The  Attleboro  Sun  and  Pawtucket  Times  covered  Library  activities  with 
accuracy  and  preception.  Radio  Station  WARA  gave  its  usual  fine  support  to 
Library  news  items. 

The  Mayor,  City  Council,  the  Trustees  and  the  staff  have  all  contributed 
to  this  successful  year  in  Attleboro  Public  Library  history.  I am  exceedingly 
grateful  to  them  all. 

The  year  1963  will  see  the  completion  of  the  annex.  This  will  be  the  end  of 
phase  two  in  total  renovation  of  the  Library.  The  first  phase  began  in  1957  with 
the  installation  of  rest  rooms  and  renovation  of  the  lower  hallway.  Its  progress 
continued  with  the  installation  of  florescent  lights  for  most  of  the  building,  int- 
erior and  exterior  painting  and  the  installation  of  the  Localarm  fire  protection 
throughout  the  building.  Phase  two  will  be  finished  when  the  new  wing  is  in  op- 
eration. 

There  is  much  to  keep  the  staff  busy  once  the  wing  is  complete,  the  trans- 
ferring of  some  50,  000  books  to  new  quarters,  the  reshuffling  of  offices,  supply 
and  storage  materials  and  the  shifting  of  the  entire  magazine  collection.  The  old 
building  needs  to  be  scrubbed  down.  I am  certain  this  will  be  done  cheerfully 
and  with  considerable  amount  of  pride. 
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And  what  of  1964  and  after?  There  will  still  be  projects  such  as  redesigning 
and  remodelling  the  Children's  Room  into  larger  facilities  and  the  complete 
repainting  of  the  interior  of  the  building.

Gentlemen: 

The  year  196  2 saw  the  completion  of  our  long  desired  plans  and  start  of  the 
much  needed  addition  to  the  Main  Library.  With  this  additional  space,  room 
for  about  50,  000  more  books  can  be  accommodated,  together  with  extra  office 
and  work  room  facilities.  A four  passenger  elevator  to  all  floors  and  an  elect- 
rically operated  book  lift  serving  the  stack  rooms.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will 
be  finished  and  ready  for  use  about  the  first  of  March. 

The  increased  use  of  the  Library  is  reflected  in  the  figures  showing  the  large 
percentage  of  circulation.  However,  circulation  is  not  the  whole  story  as  a 
large  number  of  students  use  the  reading  rooms  for  study  and  reference  work. 

The  part  that  libraries  play  in  the  educational  growth  of  communities  is  recog- 
nized both  locally  and  nationally  and  must  keep  pace  with  the  schools  and  coll- 
eges. Along  with  this  growth  also  goes  budget  increases  both  in  salaries  and 
expenses  and  We  are  hopeful  that  our  salary  scale  may  be  brought  up  to  the 
level  of  the  state  recommendations  and  thereby  reduce  the  turnover  in  our  staff. 

The  circulation  in  all  the  Branches  showed  a marked  increase  and  demonstrated 
the  value  and  appreciation  of  the  localities  which  they  served. 

While  one  often  thinks  of  the  Library  as  catering  to  adults,  a look  at  the  child- 
ren's circulation  and  the  work  which  is  done  for  them  is  surprising  and  most 
gratifying. 

Statistics  have  been  most  ably  handled  in  the  Librarian's  report  and  to  avoid 
repetition,  will  dispense  with  them  here. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  such  an  able  and  cooperative  staff  and  we 
wish  to  extend  to  them  our  deep  appreciation. 

To  the  many  of  our  citizens  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  substance,  we 
wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks.  The  Attleboro  Sun,  Pawtucket  Times  and 
Station  WARA  have  been  most  helpful  and  generous  with  publicity. 

While  we  are  justly  proud  of  the  work  accomplished  in  1962,  we  look  ahead  to 
1963  with  confidence  and  strength.

Many  seek  information  and  need 
assistance  when  filing  pension  applications. 

The  Director  has  transported  many  veterans'  widows  to  Providence,  R.  I.  , 
to  have  pensions  adjusted  and  many  veterans  to  the  various  hospitals  in  the 
Boston,  Brockton,  and  Providence  areas. 

Many  veterans  have  also  been  assisted  in  securing  On-the-Job  training 
benefits  with  various  business  establishments  throughout  the  city. 

Upon  discharge  the  veteran  reports  to  this  office  to  have  his  separation 
paper  or  discharge  or  both  recorded.  These  photo  copies  are  kept  on  file 
in  this  office  permanently.  They  are  also  available  to  the  veteran  upon  re- 
quest, when  needed  to  accompany  applications  for  veterans  benefits. 

There  are  approximately  400  Attleboro  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces. 
All  records  are  on  file  and  kept  up  to  date. 

266  service  men  and  women  received  money  order  checks  from  the  Boys' 
in  Service  Christman  Fund.  All  cards,  envelopes  and  money  orders  were 
typed  and  filed  here. 

This  department  also  has  44  Veteran  Administration  forms,  including  such 
benefits  as  veterans  pensions,  widow's  pensions,  and  disability  compensations. 
Assistance  is  given  to  all  veterans,  widows,  wives,  and  dependent  parents. 

The  service  center  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  the  executives  and 
doctors  of  the  various  veteran  hospitals  and  the  local  doctors  who  through 
out  the  year,  so  capably  assisted  this  office  in  many  ways.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
1962 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

During  the  year  196  2 all  the  athletic  fields  and  playgrounds  in  charge  of  the 
Recreation  Commission  were  maintained  in  the  usual  manner  and  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  department  was  carried  out. 

Hayward  Field  was  in  good  condition  for  the  High  School  activities  during  the 
year  and  was  used  for  the  graduation  exercises.  The  department  received  a letter 
of  thanks  from  the  High  School  faculty  for  its  excellent  co-operation  during  the  school 
months.  Hayward  Field  was  shared  with  the  New  Regional  High  School  for  football 
activities.  It  was  also  used  for  Little  League  football  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 

Pichi  and  Mr.  Heagney. 

Horton  Field  was  used  by  grade  school  for  baseball  and  softball  in  the  early 
evening.  Some  of  the  activity  was  curtailed  due  to  the  work  on  the  new  bridge  on 
Starkey  Avenue  which  took  some  of  the  land  and  necessitated  the  removal  of  the  back- 
stop and  tennis  courts. 

Finberg  Park  was  used  largely  by  Little  League  and  the  two  areas  was  in  constant 
use  and  attracted  large  crowds  including  adults.  South  Attleboro  was  used  for  Little 
League  also.  At  the  South  Attleboro  Park  much  work  was  done  on  the  banks  of  the 
pond  with  the  help  of  the  Public  Works  and  Forestry  Departments  and  the  results  won 
praise  from  the  citizens  of  the  community.  The  new  swimming  pool  was  the  center 
of  attraction  during  the  summer  days  under  the  direction  of  William  Liberatore, 
Susanne  Entwistle,  and  Karen  Kane.  The  season  ended  with  a water  festival  at  which 
time  prizes  were  awarded. 

Dodgeville  Field  was  used  for  softball  and  Little  League.  Hebronville  Field 
received  special  attention  and  much  v/ork  was  done  on  the  hanks,  also  a stairway  was 
built  for  the  convenience  of  the  spectators  at  the  games  which  were  conducted  by  the 
adult  group.  The  department  was  assisted  by  this  group  in  work  on  the  baseball  dia- 
mond. The  improvements  to  the  field  made  an  attractive  setting  for  their  special 
exercises  in  September. 

Briggs  playground  activities  were  handled  in  the  usual  manner  under  the  direct- 
ion of  Howard  Rounseville,  Louis  Balser,  Neil  Bowen,  and  Ann  McKenna.  The  sea- 
son ended  with,  the  usual  water  festival  and  prizes  were  awarded.  Mr.  Rounseville 
was  appointed  director  of  both  pools.  South  Attleboro  and  Briggs  playground.  Large 
groups  attended  the  Red  Cross  sponsored  swimming  classes  which  were  conducted 
by  Mr  Cooney  at  both  swimming  pools. 

The  season  ended  late  in  August.  The  fields  were  maintained  by  William

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
1962 


The  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examination  and  approval  its 
48th  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

Generally  favorable  health  conditions  prevailed  in  our  community  during  the 
past  year,  and  our  population  on  the  whole  enjoyed  a good  state  of  health. 

The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1962  was  594  (309  males  and  285 
females),  marking  a slight  decrease  of  seven  over  the  preceding  year's  baby  crop. 
Of  the  total,  499  were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital,  one  was  a home  delivery  and  94 
were  born  in  hospitals  outside  of  the  city.  Twenty-eight  premature  babies  were 
born  to  Attleboro  parents,  and  in  compliance  with  state  law  the  Health  Department 
granted  $4642  for  the  hospitalization  of  14  of  these  infants,  whose  parents  were 
unable  to  meet  the  expense  due  to  extensive  care  needed. 

General  mortality  rose  slightly  in  1962  with  313  deaths  recorded  as  com- 
pared to  308  the  previous  year.  The  total  included  five  stillbirths  and  79  resid- 
ents who  died  out  of  the  city.  Of  the  total,  159  were  males  and  154  females. 

Over  77%  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  among  the  over-60  age  group,  more  than 
60%  were  persons  70  years  of  age  and  older,  and  28%  lived  beyond  the  age  of  80. 
These  precentages  reflect  the  nation-wide,  long-term  gains  in  longevity  brought 
about  by  advances  in  medicine  and  public  health,  and  the  rise  in  living  standards. 
Major  causes  of  the  deaths  were  the  same  as  in  all  recent  prior  years,  namely: 
Diseases  of  the  heart.  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Diseases.  These  three  leading  causes 
totaled  223  deaths  or  over  71%  of  all  deaths  in  our  city.  Seven  accidental  deaths 
occurred  in  1962,  an  increase  of  three  over  the  toll  recorded  in  1961.  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  five  of  these,  drowning  and  a fall  were  each  re- 
sponsible for  one  fatality. 

During  1962  the  incidence  of  communicable  diseases  was  relatively  mild. 

The  Health  Department  received  reports  of  750  cases  as  compared  with  792  the 
previous  year.  Average  years  were  reported  for  most  of  the  common  childhood 
diseases.  Three  hundred  and  61  cases  of  measles(not  far  removed  from  1961's 
figure  of  36  7 cases)  provided  most  of  the  total.  A bright  outlook  that  this  disease 
may  eventually  be  eradicated  is  offered  by  the  recently-developed  live  virus 
vaccine  for  use  against  this  virus.  A fatal  case  was  among  the  reported  total 
of  131  cases  of  chicken  pox.  Sixty-three  cases  of  mumps  and  28  cases  of  scar- 
let fever  provided  the  next  highest  totals.  Also  recorded  were  two  cases  of 
amebic  dysentery,  seven  Salmonellosis  cases  and  three  new  tuberculosis  cases, 
two  pulmonary  and  one  renal.  A case  of  acute  encephalitis  resulted  in  our  sec- 
ond reported  death  from  a communicable  disease. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Officer  continued- 

As  in  the  previous  two  years,  a pre  dominant  health  activity  of  1962  has  been 
our  immunization  programs.  During  May  and  June,  4578  children  ages  3 months 
through  seven  years  received  Type  I and  Type  III  of  the  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine. 

In  addition,  3080  Salk  Polio  Shots  were  given,  1769  to  Children  under  20  and  1311 
to  adults.  At  three  Triple  Antigen  Clinics  held  in  October,  November,  and  Dec- 
ember, 439  youngsters  received  important  protection  against  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  diptheria.  Also  in  December,  the  department  administered  flu  shots 
to  58  city  employees. 

No  polio  cases  and  only  two  whooping  cough  cases  were  recorded  in  the  city 
for  the  past  year,  reflecting,  we  believe,  the  efficacy  of  our  immunization  pro- 
cedures and  the  cooperation  of  our  population  in  taking  advantage  of  the  avail- 
able facilities  and  services  for  immunization. 

Our  Health  Agent,  in  addition  to  routine  inspections  covering  eating  and  drink- 
ing establishments,  food  stores,  bakeries,  markets,  ice  cream  and  soft  drink 
manufacturing  plants,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes,  overnight  cabins  and 
trailers  and  swimming  pools,  also  collected  milk,  cream,  food  and  water  sam- 
ples for  laboratory  examination. 

In  our  state-approved  laboratory  he  performed  294  bacteriological  plate  count 
tests  on  restaurant  utensils  and  carried  out  chemical  and  bacteriological  tests 
on  927  milk,  ice  cream  and  water  samples. 

The  requirement  that  building  contractors  meet  new  standards  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Sanitary  Code  for  sewage  installations  has  resulted  in  expanding  responsi- 
bilities for  our  Health  Agent,  who  must  license,  inspect  and  approve  the  plans 
and  check  percolation  testing  procedures.  The  need  for  a full-time  inspector  for 
this  work  in  conjunction  with  other  municipal  sewage  and  drainage  connection  in- 
spections is  : 

Complaints  regarding  housing,  insect  and  rodent  control,  air  pollution,  litter 
and  nuisances  in  general  were  investigated,  and  where  public  health  nuisances 
were  found  to  exist,  they  were  promptly  abated. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurse  has  participated  in  a variety  of  health  programs  where 
knowledge  of  public  health  nursing  has  been  essential  to  the  success  of  the  depart- 
ment's health  activities.  Nursing  service  was  provided  to  two  parochial  schools 
with  an  enrollment  of  740  children.  All  the  children  were  weighed  and  measured, 
and  youngsters  of  the  first  grade  received  the  Patch  tuberculin  test.  Home  app- 
raisal visits  in  the  interest  of  the  premature  infants  were  made  by  the  nurse,  and 
other  home  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  communicable  diseases,  crippled 
children  and  child  health.  In  addition,  the  nurse  continued  our  tuberculosis  con- 
trol program  based  on  case  finding,  hospitalization  of  infectious  cases  and  follow- 
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Report  of  the  Health  Officer  continued- 

up  of  all  known  cases  not  hospitalized.  The  closing  of  the  Bristol  County  Hospi- 
tal as  a tuberculosis  unit  at  the  close  of  the  year  reflects  the  markedly  de- 
creased nfeed  for  beds  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis,  but  the  disease  has  not  been 
eradicated  and  we  must  expect  new  cases  to  appear.  Attleboro  tuberculosis 
patients  will  henceforth  be  served  by  hospitalization  at  Norfolk  County  Hospi- 
tal in  South  Braintree. 

In  compliance  with  state  regulations,  the  department  licensed  seven  Day 
Care  Agencies  in  the  city  after  inspection  and  follow-up  visits  by  the  health 
nurse.  Changes  in  the  state  laws  on  day  care  services  for  children  will  require 
changes  in  the  licensing  and  inspection  program  in  1963.  New  state  regula- 
tions will  supercede  present  local  health  regulations  whenever  they  are  more 
stringent. 

Biologic  and  culture  outfits  obtained  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  were  distributed  to  local  physicians.  These  are  available  at 
Sturdy  Hospital  where  our  Health  Nurse  keeps  a close  check  on  supply  and  de- 
mand. 

Our  Dental  Clinic,  in  addition  to  routine  service  of  the  annual  survey  and 
classification  of  teeth  of  3624  public  and  parochial  school  children  of  the  first 
six  grades,  looked  after  the  dental  health  of  the  children  of  these  grades  whose 
parents  were  unable  to  provide  private  dental  care  for  them.  Of  a total  of 
2286  referrals  of  children  requiring  early  dental  care,  409  were  accepted  for 
treatment  at  the  clinic  for  the  1962-1963  school  year.  The  high  number  of 
referrals  each  year  indicates  a continuing  dental  health  problem,  which  might 
best  be  solved  if  our  city  adopted  a safe  and  effective  method  for  the  prevention 
of  dental  caries  through  fluoridation  of  our  water  supply. 

Our  plumbing  inspector  and  his  associate  have  conducted  their  inspections  in 
a manner  satisfactory  to  all.  The  total  inspections,  866,  were  higher  by  83  than 
those  of  1961. 

The  report  of  the  animal  inspector  shows  he  had  another  busy  year.  Dog  bite 
cases  investigated  by  him  totaled  109,  30  above  last  year's  figure,  and  1479 
animals  were  inspected  by  him  at  36  premises. 

The  work  of  caring  for  the  city  dump  is  being  satisfactorily  carried  on  by  Mr. 
Dumont,  who  holds  a contract  extending  to  September,  1966.  Our  rat  control 
program  at  the  dump  keeps  the  rat  nuisance  problem  there  at  a minimum. 

The  garbage  collection  service  provided  by  Correia  Brothers  continued  good 
during  the  past  year,  with  a minimum  of  complaints  recorded. 

The  department  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  given  by  the  City  Government  as  well  as  the  public  and  private  wel- 
fare agencies  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  maintenance  and 
promotion  of  a high  standard  of  public  health  protection  in  Attleboro. 
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A detailed  account  of  the  activities  of  the  department  staff  and  usual  tables 
of  statistical  data  will  be  found  in  the  following  reports.

Herewith  submitted  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Agent  and  Milk  Inspect- 
or for  the  department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

During  the  year  1962,  thirty-seven  milk  dealers  were  granted  permits 
to  sell  dairy  products  in  Attleboro.  Several  out-of-town  firms  chose  not  to  re- 
new their  permits.  Ninety-three  stores  were  licens.edto  sell  milk,  and  ninety- 
one  stores  were  granted  permits  to  sell  ice  cream.  Forty-two  permits  to  sell 
oleomargarine  were  issued.  Three  milk  pasteurizing  licenses  were  granted, 
and  two  firms  were  granted  permits  to  manufacture  ice  cream. 
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Fifty-one  milk  plant  inspections  were  made.  The  laboratory  ana- 
lyzed 171  samples  of  dairy  products,  with  the  following  tests  applied: 

Bacteria  Counts,  Coliform  Counts,  Total  Solids,  Butterfat  Phosphatase, 
Sediment,  Flavor  and  Appearance,  Fullness  and  Antibiotic  Determinations. 
Fourteen  ice  cream  samples  were  tested  for  Bacteria  Counts,  , Coliform 
Counts,  Butterfat  and  Weight  per  Gallon.  Several  violations  were  noted. 

The  inspections  disclosed  a need  for  better  dairy  plant  housekeep- 
ing and  improved  in-place  cleaning  procedures. 

Two  new  high  temperature,  short  term  pasteurizer  installations  were 
approved  in  local  milk  bottling  plants. 

The  milk  industry  has  increased  the  use  of  multiple  quart  packaging. 
Twenty-four-quart  containers  with  plastic  liners  have  replaced  the  familiar 
20-quart  metal  cans  for  restaurant  dispensers.  Plastic-coated  cartons  have 
replaced  the  familiar  waxed  cartons,  and  a single- service  gallon  carton  has 
been  introduced/  Freshness  of  cream  and  other  by-products  continues 
to  be  a problem. 

The  field  of  restaurant  and  food  sanitation  has  greatly  improved.  Sev- 
eral new  firms  with  modern  equipment  and  layouts  have  gone  into  business, 
and  older  firms  have  renovated  their  establishments.  Two  hundred  and  nine 
inspections  of  these  establishments  were  made.  The  annual  Food  Handlers' 
Training  School  was  held  in  April,  and  a special  school  held  for  supermarket 
employees  of  the  Fernandes  Chain.  A lecture  on  emergency  food  and  water 
supplies  was  given  to  Sturdy  Hospital's  senior  nursing  students.  The  super- 
markets and  grocery  stores  were  inspected  for  compliance  with  the  new 
Frozen  Food  I.aw. 

Public  and  private  water  supply  inspection  and  laboratory  analysis  has 
become  a major  undertaking  by  our  laboratory,  with  over  60  samples  being 
analyzed  per  month.

Lectures  were  given  to  several  interested  groups  on  various  health  subjects, 
including  application  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  modern  private  sewage  disposal 
systems,  water  conservation  and  cooperative  procedures  for  educational  and 
health  programs. 

The  increasing  time  required  in  licensing,  inspecting  and  approving  plans 
for  the  installation  of  private  sewage  systems  and  for  checking  percolation 
testing  procedures  points  up  anew  the  need  for  a full-time  Inspector  for  this 
work  in  conjunction  with  other  municipal  sewage  and  drain  connection  inspections. 

Increased  burdens  in  laboratory  analyses  and  clerical  work  show  the  need  of 
a full-time  person  to  assist  the  department  in  these  functions. 

A look  at  the  Attleboro  population  growth  and  the  increased  Health  Department 
responsibilities  over  the  past  few  years  will  certainly  justify  the  above  require- 
ments.

Seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  children  and  adults  received 
free  polio  inoculations  at  clinics  sponsored  by  the  Health  Department.  Four 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  youngsters  received  protection  against  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  diptheria  at  three  Health  Department  sponsored  clinics,  and  58 
city  employees  were  given  free  flu  shots.

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Dental  Clinic  for  1962. 

In  September,  1962,  the  school  dental  clinic  carried  out  its  annual  inspection. 
An  oral  examination  and  classification  with  throat  stick  and  flashlight  were  per- 
formed on  3624  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  nine  public  and  two  paro- 
chial schools. 
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Report  of  the  Dental  Clinic  Agent  continued- 

There  were  2286  referrals  of  children  requiring  early  dental  care. 

Four  hundred  and  nine  applicants  were  accepted  for  treatment  at  the  dental  clinic. 

During  the  year  1962,  the  school  dental  clinic  had  1006  patient  appointments 
at  its  clinics. 

Principal  treatments  consisted  of  849  radiographs,  571  extractions  and  267 
restorations. 

Seventeen  children  were  given  minor  orthodentia  treatments  to  improve  both 
appearance  and  dental  health. 

The  dental  hygienist  also  made  15  visits  to  the  schools  for  special  exams, 
and  six  home  visits  concerning  child-patients  of  the  dental  clinic.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STURDY  MEMORIAL  HSOPITAL 

1962 


To  the  Corporation  Members,  Trustees  and  the  People  of  the  Hospital  Service  Area: 

As  each  new  year  arrives  we  look  back  to  evaluate  our  health  services  to  the 
communities  we  serve.  Also,  we  look  forward  to  immediate  and  long  range  im- 
provements . 

Progress  in  hospital  development  is  no  different  than  in  other  fields  of  endeavor 
It  depends  upon  People  . Unlike  a commercial  venture,  many  people  involved  give 
of  their  time,  means  and  energy  without  any  thought  of  a monetary  reward  for  their 
services  Sturdy  Hospital  has  been  extremely  fortunate  throughout  the  50  years  of 
its  existence  in  having  many  dedicated  and  capable  people  give  their  whole  hearted 
support  to  the  health  needs  of  the  area.  Among  these  none  has  served  with  greater 
distinction  than  the  late  Mr  Harold  E.  Sweet.  Out  of  a very  busy  life  he  always 
gave  Sturdy  Hospital  affairs  the  highest  priority. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  passed  the  following  resolution: 

Progress  comes  only  through  research  and  planning  for  the  future.  In  this  area 
the  Board  of  Managers  has  moved  to  create  a special  committee  to  work  with  the 
hospital  architectural  and  consulting  firm  of  York  and  Sawyer  of  New  York  to  study 
the  future  needs  of  our  hospital.  In  addition  to  more  beds  we  must  also  plan  for 
additional  facilities  in  X-Ray,  Laboratory,  Food  Service,  Laundry,  and  added  per- 
sonnel. While  some  phases  of  our  Master  Planning  can  be  put  off  to  some  future 
day,  we  are  faced  with  some  problems  that  indicate  we  must  move  promptly  on  some 
projects  Our  census  at  times  now  reaches  a point  where  our  occupancy  in  Medical- 
Surgical  has  exceeded  100%  of  our  "normal"  capacity. 

Our  need  for  our  Intensive  Care  Unit  has  been  deferred  as  long  as  we  can  justify 
it.  We  have  applied  for  Federal  funds  to  assist  in  converting  the  Park  Street  half  of 
the  third  floor  of  Sturdy  to  this  type  of  service.  We  have  already  begun  work  to 
raise  the  money  needed  , and  are  happy  to  report  some  progress. 

April  14,  1913  was  the  day  the  first  patient  was  admitted  to  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital.  This  makes  1963  our  50th  or  Golden  Anniversary  Year.  It  would  be  a 
neglect  on  our  part  if  we  failed  to  seize  this  golden  opportunity  to  accomplish  much 
for  the  future  of  the  hospital.  To  this  end  a committee  has  been  at  work  exploring 
ways  and  means  to  interest  more  people  in  our  service  area  in  the  work  of  our  hos- 
pital. 

If,  during  our  50th  year,  we  can  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  people  of  our  area  the 
desire  to  have  at  their  disposal  when  needed  the  best  hospital  care  it  is  possible  to 
provide  and  also  to  support  such  facilities  with  their  financial  help,  our  efforts  will 
not  have  been  in  vain.

REPORT  FROM  THE  DIRECTOR 


DEAR  TRUSTEES  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CORPORATION: 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  have  so  many 
patients  been  admitted  during  a 12-month  period  as  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  1962.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  average  daily  census 
increased  10%,  a figure  well  above  the  percentage  increase  in  population 
for  our  service  community.  Is  this  something  you,  the  corporate  members, 
should  be  proud  of?  Well,  it  depends  on  how  one  looks  at  it.  First  of  all, 
we  should  keep  in  mind  that  we  have  no  control  over  the  number  of  patients 
to  be  admitted.  Secondly,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  is  in  itself 
not  one  of  the  goals  of  this  hospital.  But  you  can  and  should  be  justifiably 
proud  that,  when  patients  of  our  service  community  needed  hospitalization. 
Sturdy  Memorial  stood  ready  to  care  for  them  in  increasing  numbers. 

An  increase  in  patients  makes  itself  felt  in  all  departments  of  the  hospital; 
and  the  increase  in  volume  was  efficiently  absorbed  by  all  department  heads 
and  employees  of  the  hospital.  On  the  other  hand,  certain  sections  in  the 
hospital  became  more  aware  of  their  limited  quarters.  To  mention  a few: 
Admitting  Office,  Laboratories,  X-Ray,  Main  Kitchen,  and  Medical  Re- 
cords. 

The  year  1962  was  filled  with  an  abundance  of  activities  and  much  was 
accomplished.  These  accomplishments  are  due  to  the  splendid  daily  coopera- 
tion of  the  department  heads,  doctors,  employees,  and  volunteers.  Without 
their  diligence  and  loyalty  much  of  this  could  not  have  been  done.  Some  of 
these  highlights  I would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention. 

To  begin  with,  in  the  area  of  plant  improvement,  we  are  nav  working  on 
modernizing  the  delivery  rooms  and  remodeling  the  old  labor  roominto  a 
facility  where  emergency  cesarean  sections  can  be  performed.  Also,  in  pro- 
cess is  the  installation  of  an  X-RAY  unit  in  the  Emergency  Room,  which  will 
greatly  speed  X-Ray  examinations  for  accident  victim  s Also,  during  the 
year  we  completed  the  construction  of  classrooms  and  faculty  offices  in  the 
basement  of  the  new  Dormitory,  AH  this  was  done  by  our  own  maintenance 
department.  74. 
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The  Volunteers  gave  us  well  over  6,  300  hours  of  work  in  the  hospital  plus  un- 
told numbers  of  hours  outside  the  hospital  and  they  have  spent  a great  deal  of 
time  to  put  the  service  on  a better  footing.  The  benefits  derived  from  their 
diligence  and  loyalty  are  difficult  to  measure.  The  Hospital  Aid  went  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  by  giving  the  children  of  hospital  employees  a most 
successful  Christmas  Party. 

As  part  of  our  National  Hospital  Week  celebration  in  May  1962  we  had  one 
day  called  Student  Hospital  Day.  High  school  seniors  from  the  various  high 
schools  in  our  service  area  were  selected  to  become,  for  one  day,  under  super- 
vision, hospital  department  heads  and  one  young  man  became  hospital  director 
for  the  day  . Due  to  the  interest  and  willingness  of  the  hospital  department 
heads,  the  high  schools'  guidance  directors  felt  it  was  a success. 

During  the  year  our  personnel  policies  were  reviewed,  redefined  and  liber- 
alized, and  became  the  basis  for  a new  personnel  handbook.  Advice  and  help 
was  obtained  from  several  industrial  personnel  directors  in  our  area. 

Our  continuous  program  of  inviting  suggestions  from  discharged  patients  to 
improve  our  service  is  proving  most  helpful.  Many  suggestions  have  resulted 
in  actual  improvements.  The  overwhelming  majority  of  our  patients  write 
letters  and  comments  that  are  almost  embarrassing  as  far  as  their  appreciation 
is  concerned.  Each  returned  questionnaire  is  sent  to  the  department  concerned  . 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  nurse  who  nursed  her  patient  with  loving  tender  care 
to  read  a note  from  her  patient  expressing  his  feelings  about  the  care  he  received. 

The  Disaster  Plan  Committee  chaired  by  Dr.  Wendell  Smith  is  still  at  work 
improving  our  existing  Disaster  Plan.  This  plan  enables  the  hospital  to  care 
for  unexpected  numbers  of  casualties,  large  or  small.  We  held  a dry  run  using 
student  nurses  as  simulated  casualties,  and  more  such  practice  sessions  will 
be  planned. 

The  hospital  received  an  inspection  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation 
and,  although  the  hospital  is  again  accredited,  a list  of  recommendations  is  care- 
fully being  followed  and  will  result  in  even  higher  standards.  I would  like  to 
direct  your  attention  to  page  5 (the  story  of  growth)  which  lists  some  meaningful 
statistics. 

As  you  know,  this  year  marks  our  Fiftieth  Anniversary.  It  will  be  a year  of 
critical  evaluation  of  our  services,  of  the  changing  role  of  Sturdy  becoming  more 
and  more  an  area  hospital,  and  of  planning  to  insure  the  constant  improvement  of 
the  hospital  in  relation  to  the  needs  of  our  area  community. 

Time  necessitates  this  report  to  be  a very  partial  one  indeed.  I would  like  to 
close  by  thanking  all  our  team  members  for  their  loyal  cooperation:  the  Board 
Members,  Trustees,  Doctors,  Department  Heads,  Employees,  Volunteers,  and 
members  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
1962 


To: 

The  Honorable  Cyril  K.  Brennan,  Mayor 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen: 

The  Attleboro  Housing  Authority  held  twelve  regular  meetings  , seven 
special  meetings,  and  many  conferences. 

The  project  66  7-1  Housing  for  the  Elderly  was  completed  in  March  and  the 
first  occupants  moved  in  on  the  first  day  of  March.  The  project  was  fully 
occupied  on  April  1,  1962  and  has  remained  fully  occupied  to  date..  The 
Authority  has  on  hand  many  applications  for  occupancy  in  the  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  and  recommend  that  more  of  this  type  units  be  built  in  the  City  of 
Attleboro  to  care  for  the  elderly  that  are  now  eligible  for  such  housing. 

The  project  was  completed  four  months  ahead  of  the  schedule  with  the  aid 
of  the  Contractor,  Architect,  and  City  Departments  all  working  together  with 
the  Authority. 

The  200-1  project  has  remained  fully  occupied  during  its  eleventh  year  of 
operation  and  is  in  good  sound  position. 

The  records  of  the  Authority  are  audited  each  year  by  the  State  Auditors 
and  a report  issued  to  all  interested  departments. 

The  Authority  now  plans  to  go  ahead  with  the  development  of  a new  wing  to 
be  added  to  the  Housing  for  the  Elderly  with  as  many  units  as  the  available 
land  will  consume. 

The  Authority  desires  to  thank  all  the  departments  of  the  City  of  Attleboro 
for  their  continued  aid  in  building  and  maintaining  the  housing  provided  the 
citizens  by  the  Authority.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

1962 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

The  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  year  1962  is  submitted  with 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  operating  personnel  for  the  most  successful  year,  pro- 
ject -wise,  in  the  history  of  the  Department.  Credit  is  due  and  acknowledged  that 
funds  granted  by  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  made  our  work  sche- 
dule possible. 

The  reclassification  of  employees  and  promotion  of  some  to  status  of  sub-foremen 
for  diversified  activities  was  successful  in  both  working  results  and  morale. 

The  detail  of  work  completed  is  listed  under  appropriate  title  on  following  pages. 

One  JLarge  and  small  truck  was  purchased  to  replace  old  units.  This  plan,  if  con- 
tinued, will  gradually  bring  our  equipment  to  a level  requiring  less  parts  mainten- 
ance and  better  operation. 

A second  spreader  with  a mobile  radio  connected  with  the  High  Office  sub-station 
improved  sanding  service  very  much. 

One  radio  in  a snow  plow  truck  also  proved  the  worth  of  the  system. 

The  radio  system  installed  with  a base  station  in  the  Public  Works  Office  in  the 
City  Hall  can  contact  the  sub-stations  at  West  Street  Pumping  Station,  the  Highway 
Yard  Office  with  an  extension  to  the  Repair  Garage  and  the  unit  in  the  Water  Shop 
Office,  which  is  open  twenty-four  hours  per  day.  There  are  six  truck  units  in  use 
and  for  routine  operating  calls  and  emergencies  the  dispatch  with  which  changes  can 
be  made  and  investigations  be  started  is  almost  unbelievable.  The  time  and  mileage 
saved  warrants  a unit  in  each  key  truck  as  funds  will  allow. 

The  sewer  system  in  the  North  Avenue  and  Norgate  Road  area  has  been  com- 
pleted and  serves  the  entire  area  very  well. 

Street  resurfacing  and  oiling  in  different  areas  to  best  serve  all,  resulted  in  a 
very  satisfactory  end  result  which  will  reduce  maintenance  considerably. 

Again,  it  is  suggested  that  columns  and  a roof  be  built  as  an  extension  to  the  pre- 
sent garage  to  house  heavy  equipment,  sand  and  salt. 

The  annual  suggestions  for  equipment  replacement  is  again  statedjfour  (4)  sidewalk 
snow  plowing  units,  snow  removal  unit  for  business  area  streets,  twelve  to  fourteen 
ton  road  roller,  bulldozer,  and,  of  course,  truck  replacement.  The  truck  mounted 
back  hoe  should  be  replaced  with  a slightly  larger  unit.  This  unit  is  in  use  every 
working  day  for  trench  or  other  excavating. 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  continued- 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 


A new  gravel  packed  well  of  over  1 m.  g.  d.  capacity  was  developed  on  the 
Bungay  River  and  connected  with  the  new  twelve  inch  main  between  Holden 
and  Pleasant  Street.  This  increased  supply  improved  the  pressure  and  supply 
in  the  area  east  of  the  railroad  and  north  of  Forest  Street. 

The  number  of  services  for  new  homes  and  main  line  required  thereby  is 
tabulated  in  the  proper  place. 

One  new  truck  was  purchased  for  use  of  the  man  detailed  to  set  and  check 
meters,  leaks,  and  investigate  complaints.  A radio  unit  is  in  this  truck  and  is 
of  tremendous  value  allowing  immediate  contact  at  any  point  in  the  city.  Truck 
replacement  is  again  suggested. 

The  suggested  over-all  improvements  for  operation  and  plant  improvement  are 
again  listed;  meter  repair  man  full  time,  develop  well  at  Orr's  Pond,  two  new 
wells  at  Wading  River  Station,  complete  darn  and  spillway  controls  at  Blakes 
Pond,  same  at  Robinson  Pond,  William  Street,  Mansfield,  buy  remaining  land 
around  Mirimichi  Lake,  buy  land  around  Crocker  Pond,  Wrentham  for  water 
supply  and  buy  land  around  Bank  Street  well  between  Bank  and  Holden  Street. 

Mr.  George  Probert  resigned  as  foreman  because  of  ill  health  after  many 
years  of  faithful  service.  Timothy  W.  Cronin,  assistant  foreman,  will  be  pro- 
moted to  foreman. 

All  services  and  main  lines  were  installed  by  the  Water  Department  employees. 

Dual  chlorination  equipment  has  been  installed  in  all  main  pumping  stations 
as  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

Plans  for  improving  the  sewerage  treatment  plant  are  nearing  completion  and 
it  is  planned  to  begin  work  in  1963. 

The  usual  maintenance  of  the  city  system  has  been  followed,  however,  several 
blocks  have  occurred  by  the  entrance  of  tree  roots.  After  removal,  chemicals 
are  introduced  to  aid  in  slowing  new  growth. 

The  crew  under  a sub-foreman  assigned  to  cleaning  drains  and  catch  basins 
also  maintains  the  sewer  system.  Two  additional  laborers  are  required  for 
routine  work,  also  two  laborers  and  one  man  to  learn  operation  of  the  new  treat- 
ment plant  is  suggested.  At  present  only  one  man  is  wholly  familiar  with  the  pre- 
sent plant  and  is  learning  the  operation  of  the  addition  by  paying  attention  to  the 
construction  in  progress.  If  this  man  in  incapacitated  without  an  experienced 
operator,  serious  trouble  could  quickly  develop  at  this  plant  which  can  not  be 
closed  down  at  any  time. 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  continued- 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

The  usual  routine  layout  and  records  for  all  department  constructions  were 
carried  out  by  our  inadequate  force  of  engineers.  It  is  impossible  to  get  field 
information  on  new  proposed  work  because  of  the  press  of  small  jobs  demand- 
ing time  and  men  that  are  unavoidable  in  maintenance  and  construction. 

Another  full  time  experienced  field  engineer  with  two  other  men  with  some 
experience  is  again  suggested.  Surveys  for  street  bounds  are  required  but 
men  can  not  be  detailed  to  this  work  because  of  construction.  Inadequate  sal- 
ary allowances  are  the  reasons  for  not  being  able  to  procure  experienced  en- 
gineers. 

Again  the  condition  of  the  record  storage  vault  is  mentioned.  The  vault  is 
not  large  enough  for  the  records  of  all  departments  that  might  share  it.  The 
vault  should  be  extended  up  from  the  second  floor  for  Public  Works  use. 


ADMINISTRATION 

The  Public  Works  Offioe  handles  all  paper  work  for  Highway,  Water,  and 
Sewer  Departments.  Payroll,  water  billing,  and  all  other  charges  pertaining 
thereto,  all  monies  voted  for  operation  and  construction  and  all  expenditures 
are  recorded  by  regular  bookkeeping  methods. 

In  the  year  1962,  one  million  two  hundred  fifty-four  thousand  four  hundred 
twelve  dollars  and  eighteen  cents  ($1,  254,412.  18)  was  expended  by  this  De- 
partment for  routine  operation  and  for  work  provided  in,  socalled,  "Special 
Accounts"  which  are  voted  by  the  Municipal  Council  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  as  the  projects  materialize  throughout  the  year. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Municipal  Government,  Department 
heads,  and  Public  Works  operating  personnel  and  all  others  that  assisted  in 
making  our  work  results  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEVELOPMENT  AND  INDUSTRIAL  COMMISSION 

1962 


To  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

During  the  year  1962  the  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  continued  its 
usual  program  of  studies  and  activities.  These  studies  and  activities  are  directed 
towards  maintaining  and  enlarging  the  industrial  base  of  the  city. 

An  appropriation  request  that  was  approved  by  Mayor  Brennan  and  the  Municipal 
Council  permitted  us  to  undertake  site  improvement  work  on  a portion  of  the  so-called 
North  Avenue  Industrial  Park. 

In  addition  to  improving  the  appearance  of  the  area,  this  site  improvement  work 
re-assured  several  industrial  concerns  of  the  city's  intention  to  develop  an  industrial 
area  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  resulted  in  the  sale  of  sites  for  two  new  factories. 

In  addition  to  these  two  sites,  there  are  strong  indications  that  negotiations  between 
the  Commission  and  several  other  concerns  will  be  completed  in  1963  for  at  least  two 
more  factory  sites. 

The  North  Avenue  Area  Park  now  has  sewer  and  water  installations.  The  Comm- 
ission can  assure  other  prospects  that  an  access  road  and  surface  drainage  will  be 
provided  in  the  spring  of  1963  to  coincide  with  the  construction  of  a 35,  000  sq.  ft. 
factory  by  Well^  Inc ..  These  assurances  will  be  significant  factors  in  selling  all  avail- 
able land  in  this  Park  by  1964. 

The  proposed  Chapter  90  improvement  of  County  Street  will  have  a favorable  affect 
on  another  city-owned  site--the  former  City  Farm,  consisting  of  about  80  developable 
acres.  The  success  that  has  attended  our  improvement  program  of  the  North  Avenue 
site  indicates  that  a similar  program  of  preparation  should  be  undertaken  at  the  County 
Street  site. 

During  the  past  year,  eleven  direct  contacts  have  been  made  with  out-of-town 
prospects.  To  date,  no  final  decisions  have  been  received.  New  industries  from 
out-of-town  are  very  desirable  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  attract  them.  An 
equally  important  phase  of  Industrial  Development  consists  of  service  to  our  exist- 
ing industries--especially  making  provision  for  their  expansion  and  understanding 
of  th'e  part  the  city  can  play  in  improving  their  competitive  position  against  foreign 
imports--so  that  they  can  continue  to  make  their  substantial  contribution  to  the  eco- 
nomic health  of  the  city.  The  Commission  plans  to  expand  its  present  services  to 
existing  industry  so  that  they  may  be  constantly  reminded  that  Attleboro  offers  the 
best  opportunity  for  their  growth  and  prosperity. 

In  the  conduct  of  our  work  we  have  been  especially  helped  by  the  cooperation  of 
Mayor  Cyril  K.  Brennan;  all  members  of  the  Municipal  Council;  Rev.  Frank  Briggs, 
chairman  and  Mrs.  Hazel  Shaw,  secretary  of  the  Planning  Board;  City  Solicitor 
Franklin  R.  McKay;  Supt  Russell  F.  Tennant  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Works 
Department;  Chairman  Patrick  Byrnes  of  the  Board  of  Assessors.  To  these  and 
all  others  who  have  helped  in  many  ways  the  Commission  expresses  its  sincere 
thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 
1962 


To  the  Park  Commission 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith  present  my  17th  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Park 
Commission. 

We  are  growing  each  year,  and  our  facilities  are  being  taxed  to  the  limit; 
we  must  prepare  for  a growth  of  visitors  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  zoo  is  our  main  attraction,  but  the  general  maintenance  and  our  over 
all  cleanliness  receives  many  comments  and  compliments  which  brings  our 
visitors  back  again.  We  must  continue  this  high  standard  of  maintenance. 

The  yard  and  building  given  by  the  Rotary  Club  for  the  Gibbons  has  given 
many  hours  of  enjoyment  while  these  animals  performed.  We  now  have  only 
two,  as  two  died--one  from  pneumonia  and  the  other  was  a sudden  death,  as  he 
showed  no  symptoms  of  any  disorder  physically. 

The  Attleboro  Concert  Band  continued  to  play  excellent  concerts,  and  Jim 
Sullivan  as  vocalist  makes  for  a pleasant  evening  of  music. 

The  Sweet  Forest  continues  to  have  an  increase  of  picnickers,  and  as  we  add 
new  tables  the  demand  continues  for  more  . 

We  had  25  days  for  skating.  A few  were  too  cold  for  many  and  a few  were 
cut  short  due  to  rain  or  snow;  but  when  the  weather  was  right,  many  got  much 
pleasure  . 

The  lawns  and  flower  beds  received  the  usual  care  and  were  enjoyed  by  our 
visitors  . The  tennis  courts  were  used  really  hard,  and  we  could  not  give  them 
the  proper  care.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  use  of  courts  at  the  high  school, 
as  we  can  then  keep  our  dirt,  courts  in  shape  for  good  tennis. 

A tractor  with  mowers  and  loader  was  purchased  and  reduced  the  mowing 
time  by  1/3  and  was  a great  back  saver  on  many  occasions.  Some  tree  trimming 
was  done  and  a few  new  trees  were  planted  on  the  Common  and  along  Dennis 
Street  in  the  Park.  Our  small  personnel  limits  our  scope  of  work.

The  Retirement  Board  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  containing  financial 
statements  covering  the  transactions  of  the  system  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1962. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  system  is  administered  by  a Board  comprised  of  three  members,  namely,  the  City 
Auditor,  ex-officio,  a member  elected  by  the  members  from  their  number  for  a term  of 
three  years,  and  a third  member  who  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  outside  the  system. 

At  the  present  time  the  members  are: 

1.  Ismay  Sharkey,  Chairman  Term  expires  February,  1963 

2.  Earl  P.  Cooper, Term  expires  July,  1961 

3.  Frank  E.  Streeter,  Jr.,  Secretary  Term  expires  December,  1962 


INVESTMENTS  AND  INVESTMENT  EARNINGS 

New  investments  acquired  during  the  year  amounted  to  $ 61,713.75.  This  figure  represents 
the  cost  to  the  system  of  securities  purchased.  Bonds  maturing  during  the  year  amounted 
to  $ 1,007.50,  leaving  a net  addition  to  the  investment  account  of  $ 60,706.25.  There 
was  a surplus  of  $ 8,520.39  in  the  earnings  of  investments  over  the  amounts  needed  for 
crediting  interest  to  the  funds  of  the  system.  This  amount  is  transferred  to  the 
Pension  Fund,  thus  reducing  the  appropriation  required  from  the  City.

REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 
1962 


To  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen: 

Herewith  submitted  is  the  report  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  the  year 
1962. 

As  in  the  past  our  biggest  problem  is  the  battle  with  the  Dutch  elm  disease 
which  takes  so  many  of  our  beautiful  elms.  We  try  to  answer  every  call  received 
and  the  trees  are  cut  down  if  beyond  saving,  otherwise  the  dead  limbs  are  re- 
moved. 

As  always  we  make  frequent  checks  on  the  condition  of  trees  along  the  roadsides 
and  remove  all  dangerous  limbs.  This  is  especially  important  after  wind  and  snow 
storms. 

The  roadside  brush  cutting  and  spraying  against  poison  ivy  has  also  been  carried 
on  as  usual.  We  have  also  had  a number  of  calls  to  destroy  bees'  and  hornets' 

nests. 

A number  of  years  past  a program  was  initiated  whereby  young  sugar  maples 
were  given  to  home  owners.  The  trees  add  much  to  the  value  of  property  and  a 
great  deal  to  the  beauty  of  it.  With  more  and  more  new  homes  being  built,  the  de- 
mand for  these  trees  continued  to  increase.  The  trees  are  distributed  on  a first 
come  first  served  basis. 

The  Forestry  Department  will  continue  to  do  its  best  work  in  the  future  as 
has  been  done  in  the  past.
